. .ing an unofficial visit this month, that 
their nation could not continue pay- 
ments on the present schedule of war 
reparations without working a serious 
crisis in domestic affairs at Berlin. 


France Alone Objects 


While President Hoover's proposal 


remains to be confirmed by the Amer- 
ican congress, the gesture from the 
United States has been warmly re- 
ceived by most of the nations except 
France.

France have remained good ill spite 
of the world-wide depression, and 
the. French newspapers have taken a 
pessimistic if not hostile view of Mr.

Paris observers say that if France 


proves the stumbling block to the 
moratorium and the revival of world 
trade, it will be because the Chamber 
of Deputies, notoriously provincial in 
its point of view, still lives and thinks 
in terms of World war days. While 
not belligerant, the majority French 
thought supports heavy military and 
naval appropriations and may insist 
upon exacting "the pound of flesh" 
required of Germany from the last 
wav, regardless of the generosity of 
the United States and England. 


England Favors It 


The English leaders without excep- 


tion have approved of President Hoo- 
ver's proposal, but some of them ex- 
press doubt as to whether a one- 
year suspension will be enough. 


The English stand to lose by the 


proposal, as in the current year would 
receive 
$166,750,000 from Germany, 


and would pay to the 
the United 


States only $165,000,000. 


Germany is delighted over the pres- 


dent's proposal. The German presi- 
dent, von Hindcnburg, cabled 
Mr.

"higher ups" who plotted destruction 
of the $500,000 state highway bridge 
over Red River at Garland City, Ark., 
just before the span was to be opened 
to traffic may be revealed in Miller 
circuit court here this week. 


The answer to the question of who 


wanted the bridge destroyed is ex- 
pected t6 come during the trial of 
Carl Bell, 24, of Ida, La., on a charge 
of dynamiting the structure. 


As the principal state 
witness, 


Charley Brown, 26, of Lewisville, Ark., 
is expected to furnish the answer, 
Brown already is Under a fivcryear 
sentence on a charge of dynamiting 
the bridge, having been indicted with 
Bell. He pleaded guilty a few niin- 
utes after the indictments were re- 
turned. 


Brown, testifying at Bell's prelim- 


inary hearing, attempted to name the 
alleged "higher ups," but was pre- 
vented by objections from both state 
and defense. State's attorneys con- 
tended this revelation would hinder 
them in their investigation. 


The 303-foot center span of the new 


bridge was catapulted into the river 
in the early morning of September 3, 
1930, by a series o,f explosions. Charges 
of dynamite bad been placed under 
the "shoes" that held the span in 
place on the piers in such a manner 
as to rock the steel frame from the 
foundation. 


At 
Bell's 
preliminary 
hearing, 


Brown said he and Bell were to have 
received ?2,000 for the dynamiting, but 
that attempts to colect his share fail- 
ed. He said his efforts to get Ws 
money resulted in him overhcarim a 
plot between Bell and "two higher 
ups" to kill him.
